PRETORIA, Bept. 17.—The reply of the
government of the South African republic
to the .atest dispatch, dated September 12, of
the British @ecretary of etate for the colon-
fe®, Josoph Chamberlnin, after acknowledg-
ing the recelpt of the Britleh note, pro-
ceads, in part, as follows:

“This was done in the shape of a pro-
posal which this government deems, both as
regards ita splrit and form, to be so worded
as, relying upon Intimations to this govern-
ment, would satiefy her majesety's govern-
ment. This government saw a diMculty as
to the aoveptance of thosa proposals by the
people and legisiature of the Transvaal and
also contemplated possible dangers connected
tharewith, but risked making them on ac-
ocount of A slncere desire to secure peace,
and because assured by Mr. Chambérialn
fhat such proposals would not be deemed a
gelusal of his proposals, but would be set-
tled on their merits,

Will Aceepnt & Commisnion.

“As regamls the joint commission the
Transvaal adhores to the acceptance of the
invitation thereunto given by her majesty's
government and cannot understand why such
crmmieslon, which hofore was deemed neces-
sary to explalun the complicated details of
the seven years' law, should now be deemed
unnecessary and why it should now, without
much Inquiry, be thought possible to de-
clare this law Inadequate.

“further, there must be a inisapprehen-
slon If It be amumed that this government
was prepared to lay proposals for a five-
years' franchise and a quarter representa-
tion of the pew population before the Volks-
rand for unconditional noceptance. As
to the language, this government neaver
made any offer such as Is referred to, con-

ROADS CUBA'S GREATEST NEE

Genernl Wilson on the Great Valae of
the Provinees of VMiatansas and
Santa Clarn.

WASHINOTON, Sept, 1T—The War de-
partment made public today the abstract of
a report from General Jamea H, Wilwon,
communding the provinces of Matanzas and
Santa Clarn, General WiHson glves a large
amount of statistienl information regarding
the provinces and thelr producta which will
be of Interest to Mnericans Intending to do
business o the Isiand,

Gonernl Wilson says the socinl conditions
have been much ameliorated ninee the Amer-
lean occupation, but that there are still
large number of destitute people cared for
and there ls a great need for ronds. These
will factlitate communteation btween the
towns and allow the freer movement of sa-
pla products, such as SUgar and tobacco,
which s now almost interdicted by the
Intk of anything except the poorest sort of
pack tralls. He eays that rallroad bulld-
Ing will he cheaper than making wider
roads, and pecommends one to connect
Sanctl Spiritus and Placetas, This road, he
saye, conld be bullt for 310,000 a mile for
forty miles, He savs that theére nre other
ronds which are very much heeded, and
there is alse need of n bridge over the river
Danujl, one of the Ilargest rivers in the
Island, which 1a navigable betweon Rodas
and the bay of Clenfuegos.

He aays by far the most Important producd
In Santa Clam I8 sugar, of which the prov-
Ince furniehed In 1589 42 per cent of the
total exports from the lsland. The prov-
fnees of Santa Clara and Matanzas togother
furtiished In 1808 81 per eent of the total
sugar productlion of Cubas The war left in
operation forty-one sugdr centrals and
twonty-one others not Int operatior but In
working order. Abod eighty-sévon were
destroyed. The crop of tobacea in Matanzas
this year amounted to 85,000 bales.

Gonernl Wilson eays the revival of agri-
culture has progressed rapldly In spite of
discouraging circumstanoég. The people are
greatly fn need of draft anlmals, while plgs,
sheop and fowls have ent!rely Alsappeared.
The natlve miles and horpss at present aes
the best adapted to local uke, owing to the
very bad condition of the roads, but when
this In Improved, he says, the American
horaes will be In demand.

The body of the Iste Captala Lee Forby,
commuanding officer of Company G, Firat
Nebraska regiment of volupnteers, who gave
up his 1ife for his country's cause while
fighting for the flag In the Phllippine
Islands reposes beneath the gréen eward of
one of the sunny elopes In Prospect HIN
cemetery, where yesterday It was Inld by
the gentle hands of hie comrades In peace
and war, The services attending the funeral
weore held In the Iarge hall of the armory
of the Thurston Rifles at 2 o'clock, and It
the room had been ten tlmes ns large, it
would not have held the thousands who
were out to pay their last tribute to the
memory of a brave Omaha boy who died In
a far-away land. The large room and all
those ndjoining, togother with the stalrways,
were crowded o suflfocation, while outside
the streets for & block or more in every di-
rection were filled with men and women
who kuew Loa Forby omly to love, honor
and respect hlm.

Tho cnsket coutalning the remalns of the
decenssd cccupled a central position in the
large hall, well toward the north side of
the reom. The room was profusely deco-
rated with flage and tri-colored buunting. On
tha north wall bung o Iarge ploture of Cap-
taln Forby, while near by were the smblems
of the Knlghts of Pythias and Woodmen,
of which orders he wns & member.

The rlch black broadeloth-coverad oasket
was ooverad with a large flag, almost hid
from view by the wreathes, plllows and
other floral pleces sont In by [riends, Om
a table at the head of the casket there woa
an immense bank of white roses, the tribute
of the associate members of the Thurston
Rifles. Thumston Rifles No. 2 sent a broken
column compoeed of e¢rimson and white
roses, while the Knights of Pythlas fur-
nlshed an !mmensa trlangle, oecupying a po-
sltion upon n huge square base, The de-
slgn was made of white and red roses, green
belng worked in in a most artietic manner,
A huge plllow of purs white roses was the
gift of the Omaha Guards, while Colonel
Bratt of the First Nebraska sent another
that was very beautiful. Aslde from these,
scattered about the casket, were scoros of
deslgns, sent by men and women who knew
Captaln Forby during his lfetime.

Whila only n mmall number, compara-
tively, of the friends of the deceased could
be seated In the hall, the arrangemeat for
oaring for those who were Inside was most
admirable, The soldiers who served with
Captain Forby during the FPhilippine cam-
palgn were glven the posts of honor, while

near them were seated the HKnpighta of
1 Pythiae, the members of the First and Sec-
ond Nebraska, the Woodmen, High school
ocadets, the balance of the avallable space
being occupled by friends aud scquaintances.

Benntor Thurston's Remarkas.

The sorvices wera in assordanca with tha
ritual of the Knights of Pythins, and after
thelr completion s selectlon was rendered
hy the Trocadero quartet, after which Sen-
ator Thurstom dellvered a short address,
paying o glowing (rlbute to the bravery
and good cltizonship of the deceased.

“Lee Forby,” sald Senator Thurston,
“has finlshed his marching, fought his bat-
tles and now stands before the Great Com-
mander. There are sadnesms and tears for
i ooly those who have looked for his home-
coming and In that home where theres Is a

“We all remember this young man as 8
Dbrave soldier; we all loved him as & good
son, an honest cltizen and a worker In
every worthy cause. He had a blg heart

at his country's call, willingly and bravely.
For all time to come he will be honored by

NEGROES COME ARMED AND OPEN THE FIRE

Forbidden the Town by the Whites Thay

CARTERVILLE, 111, Sept. 17 —Cartervills
was the scene of a bloody riot aboiit noon
tday, in which slx negroos wore {ustantly
kllled and one wounded unto death, while
two others recelved slight wounda.

Trouhle hina been hovering ever since the
miltla was recalled by Govertnor Tanner Inst
Monday. The white miners of this place
have refused to allow the negro miners to
come Into town, always meeting them and
ordering them back. Todny, however, thir-
teen negroes, all armed, marched Into town,
golng to the 1llinole Central depol, where
they oxchanged a few words with the white
miners there, whon the negroes pulled thelr
pistols and opened fire on the whites, who
nt once returned the fire, when a running
fight was kopt up.

The negroes seattered, but wers closely
followed by the whites, minning up the maln
pireet, while the remoinder took down the
rallroad track. Here the execution was
done, all who wont through the town escap-
Ing.

After the fight four dead bodim were
pleked up and moother mortally wounded,
They were taken to the clty jall, where the
wounded man was attended to and an ins
quest hold over the dead ones,

Trouble has exisied here off and on for
over a year, but no fatalities occurred untll
June 30, when a passenger (rain on the I
nole Central rallrond was fired loto and one
noegro woman killed, These negroes were on
thelr way to the mines, having come from
Panw. A ebort thme afterward, a pitnhed
battle onsusd between the unlon nnd non-
unlon forecs, during which time the dwells
Ings occupled by the unlon negroes were
burned. Several arresis were made and the
partics are in jall at Marion, on the charge
of murder awabting trial.

The mayor has taken every precaution to
prevent further trouble and none will ncour
unless the negroes make an attack. It Is
now rumored, however, that the state mdlitia
wil be here within a very short time. It
they arrive no further trouble 1a looked for.
